RECRUITING FOR THE 
MINISTRY 


Secondary Schools as 

Source of Supply 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 
A memorandum on the recruitnrent 
of candidates for the minisuy from 
secondary schools, prepared by the 
Principal of Jews’ College, Dr. 1. Epstein, 
was considered and adopted by the Coun- 
ci of Jews’ College at the meeting at 
Woburn House on Monday, over which 
the Chairrian, Mr. Alan A. Mocatta, 
presided. 

Mr. Mocatta announced that on July 6, 
Shortly after the return of the Chief 
Rabbi to this country, the Appeal. for 
Jews’ College would be inaugurated at 
a dinner at the Savoy Hotel. Arrange- 
ments for the dinner were discussed, and 
Mr. M. Stephany, Secretary of the Col- 
lege, said that before he left on his tour 
the Chief Rabbi had said his idea was 
that they’ should collect £100,000 in 
England towards the £200,000 required, 


Up to the present, said Mr. Stephany. 
approximately £60,000 had been 
promised, A sub-committee was 


appointed to make the arrangements. 

The meeting considered and contirmed 
the recommendations of the Fducation 
Finance Commitices. regarding a 
course of lectures in social welfare. the 
Syllabus of which was submitted and 
approved,

WHY BRITAIN REFUSED LOAN TO ISRAEL 
Gravity of Economic Situation 


From our Parliamentary

The Government has rejected a request . 


from President Weizmann for a loan of 
£5.000.000 to finance Israel’s purchase of 
oil during the next six. months. 

Announcing this in the Commons on 
Wednesday, Mr. CHurcHILL, the Prime 
Minister, made it clear that he had been 
forced to take this decision because of 
Britain's grave economic situation. In 
answer to requests to reconsider the 
matter. he said that everything had been 
taken into account. 

“Despite our. understanding of. the

to inform the President that the gravity 
of eur own economic situation precluded 
us from making a loan.” a

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TOWARDS ZIONIST UNDERSTANDING 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT— Jerusalem 


INE months of considera- 

tion—the period between 

the 23rd Zionist Congress 
and the meeting of the Zionist 
General Council (Actions Commit- 
tee) which ended last week-—have 
not entirely dissolved the bitter 
quarrel between American Zionists 
and Israeli leaders, but it has 
brought both sides slightly nearer to 
an understanding of each other's 
point of view. 

Many reasons have been given for 
the present inability to find an agreed 
definition of a Zionist and what are 
his oxy functions, now ‘that the 
Jewish State exists: But it is unlkely 
that the arguments would have pro- 
voked such bitterness at the Congress 
if there had not been the intrusion of 
party conflicts. | 

Had the Zionist. Organisation. of 
America not associated itself with the 
Genera! Zionists last vear, and. later 
supported them _ from America in the 
General Elections in Israel, Mr. Ben- 
Gsurion might not have been provoked 


_ to stating, while visiting the United 


States. that a Zionist was one who 


came to settle in Israel, and those: 


Jews who did not do so had no right 
to interfere in the internal affairs of 
the State. He has since repeated this 
view in various forms, and it has been 
echoed by other Mapa: leaders at the 
Congress, to the detriment of good 


relations with American Zionists,

At the meeting. of the 
General Council, Mr.. Ben-Gurion, 
while making a reference to his creed, 


gave other definitions of Zionism. His. 


impheation, however, that the Zionist 
movement had served its purpose, 
because all the Jewish people were 
now supporters of the State, was 
almost. equally unacceptable to. the 
Americans, |

On their side the Americans quali- 
fied. their complete rejection of any 
svnonvmilty between. Zionism and 
aliva (or chalutziut, as they. persist in 
terming all immigration), to the extent 
of admitting that education towards 
chalutziut must be one of the tasks 
of the Zionist movement, even if it 
appealed to only a section of young 
American Jewry. 

Dr: Nahum Goldmann, his 


analysis of the situation, at the open- 


ing session, frankly admitted. that the 
debate would necessarily. be 
lariishe one. and could not lead to any 
defined conceptions capable’ even of 
being formulated into resolutions, let 
alone into concrete action. Yet, 
because of. the absence’ of the 
acrimony which. characterised the 
Congress debate, and the opportunity

and which calls on the Executive “to

The third achievement of the Coun- 
cil, based on the consciousness of the

it altogether—is the scheme for some 
sort of territorial union in every 
country. The unity of effort, in those 
fields in which all parties are prepared 
to work together, is designed to save 
time, money, and energy. The alloca- 
tion of certain tasks from the Execu- 
tive of the Jewish Agency to these 
“ Zionist organisational frameworks ” 
(as the resolution terms them) is 
intended “for the maximum and 
efficient expansion of Zionist work, in

GARMENT WORKERS’ 
HOLIDAY PAY 


‘New Increases 
By J. L. FINE, O.B.E., J.P, 


About half a million workers in all 
sections of the garment industry 
throughout the country will benefit by 
the new Wages’ Councils’ Orders 
which come into force to-day. 

Under the new Order, signed by the 
Minister of Labour and National Service 
on May 2, the 12 days annual holiday 
as well as the six days Statutory holiday, 
will be paid to the workers on the basis 
of their average weekly earnings, includ- 
ing bonus and overtime, instead of the 
Wages Council minimum rates paid under 
the old Order of 1949. 

The calculations of the average weckly 
earnings will be based on the P.A.Y.E. 
records of every worker, and will be 
made retrospective from April 6, 1951. 

To a very large number of workers. 
especially in London, this increase will 
amount to over 100 per cent of the old 
rates, e.g., a male worker in the mantle 
and costume trade. was entitled under 


the old minimum rates to £11 for two 


weeks’ holiday. Under the new Order 
he will be receiving about £24 on the 
hasis of his average earnings. A female 
worker will. receive about £13 for. the 
two weeks instead of £6 19s. 4d. under 
the old minimum rates. : 

A serious Situation ts likely to arise 
as a result of the action taken by some 
individual employers in London hy giving 
notice to their employees to terminate 
their employment by the end of this week 
and then offer themselves for re-engage- 
ment, in order to avoid the new rates 
being retrospective. The Union had 


. already been notified by about . 1.000 


workers, of whom about 750 are Jews, 
whe are on notice, and is considering 
what action to take in this matter.

DEBT OF HONOUR | 
A’ NEW and serious situation has arisen in 
the Israeli-German talks on “reparations. 
Prompted by a feeling of guilt-—so sadly 
and by 
4 sincere desire to honour, Dr. ADENAUER'S 
pledge tor payment of reparations to Israel, 
Professor BokEHM, the leader of the German 
delegation to the Jewish restitution talks: at 
I he Hague. and his deputy, Herr KUESTER, 
resigned their posts. Their resignation caused 
sufficient stir. in. Bonn to convince Dr. 
ADENAUER that the delaying tactics adopted 
Ky his Government in respect to Israeli and 
lewish claims must be. brought to an end 
He is now reported to. have prevailed on 
Professor BorHM to hold his resignation. in 
abeyance Ai the same time, it is announced 
Hom that aiterconsullalon. between 
the CHANCELLOR and Herr Ass, the leader of 
the German delegation to the tripartite con- 
ference in London on external German debts, 
the German Government is to make a new 
offer to Israel by the middle of June. 


Surrounded as Dr. ADENAUVER of his 
own volition, by so many former Nazis, 
nobody expected that the negotiations with 
Israel would .2 a smooth affair, Certainly 
not the Israeli Government which, in the face 
Of sirong oppositen from its own citizens 
and trom Jews abroad, agreed to negotiate. 
But the Jewish delegates did not anticipate 


of. these 


so many difficulties and disappointments, or 
detect the grave and sinister motives of the 
Nazi-ridden administration at Bonn. Only 
now is it seen why the talks on reparations 


at The Hague were arranged to take place 


simultaneously with the conference on Ger- 
man debts in London, and these, again, to 


‘coincide with the important political discus- 


sions with the Allies on the» contractual 
agreement, and the regaining of German 
sovereignty. By regaining its savereignty, as 
itis aboutto doin a matter of days, Germany 
will be in a strong position to find some 
means of escaping from what Professor 
BoeHM has described as a debt of honour and, 
if not to avoid the payment of reparations 
and debts altogether, at least to reduce them 
to the lowest level. This, it can now be clearly 


seen, Was a carefully devised plan of which, 


because of their record of honesty, neither 
Professor BorHM nor his deputy may have 
been aware. Herr KUESTER, in a broadcast 
after his resignation, quite frankly declared 
that the German Government was not serious 
in the ofler to pay reparations to Israel. 

The effect that the new crisis May have on 
the Ben-Gurion Government is bound to be 
serious. No doubt the opposition in Israel 


has already been strengthened, and it now 


has ample ammunition with which to attack 
the PREMIER who... because of Israel's 
economic difficulties, was led much more 
readily than he might otherwise have been, 
to start. negotiations with Bonn.’ But this 
German. attitude towards meeting its obliga- 
tions to Israel and. the Jewish claims. must 
also come as 4 warning to the world at large. 
The delay in honouring this pledge only 
recently given to the Jews, at the moment 


when Dr. ADENAUER Its about to sign a most. 


solemn treaty with the Allies. puts confidence 
in the West German Government to a severe 
test. 


FIRST CITIZENS 
DuRING the present’ week new Mayors 


enter. upon their term of office. . When 
sincere tribute is paid to an outgoing Mayor, 


as it was at this week's meeting of. the 


Hackney Borough Council, we can be sure 
that he has measured up to the responsible 
duties which devolve upon a First Citizen. 
Particular localities sometimes — present 
special problems which are a searching test 
of capacity and character. -This fine tribute 
was. printed in. last week's issue of the 
HACKNEY GAZETTE: 

Councillor S. Lever has. been outstanding 
among: our post-war Mayors. He has not: only 
tilled. his post with. dignity, . but -with broad 
humanity, and by his ready appreciation: of all the 
calls made upon. Mayoral mteérest and he has 
done: much to. cement the good relations between 
the. Jewish and Gentile communities in a borough 
which has: been made battleground for racial 
sinife by cértain ‘political parties.’ 

Iwo months ago, when he addressed the 
pupils of the Hackney Synagogue Religion 
Classes, Councillor LeVER asserted with 
pride that his Jewish heritage had been his 
principle in all his: public activities. Only 
by keeping their. Hebrew tradition alive 
throughout the centuries; he said, had the 
Jews been able to take their proper place 
in modern civilisation, and only by uphold- 
ing their identity -could they earn the 
respect of their fellow-men. Councillor 
LeverR has grandly demonstrated the - truth 
principles. In a neighbouring 
London borough a similar lead has. been 
given by one who, like the retiring MAyor 
oF HACKNEY, is a former pupil of the-Jews’ 
Free School... Councillor PHILLIP BENDEL, 
the retiring Mavor. of Finsbury, has.earned 
high. esteem for both his. public and his 
communal services. And this tradition ts 
being happily continued into the coming 
Mavoral year, Councillor A. D. BERMEL, 
who -has a fine record of service both 
within and without the Jewish community, 
was this week installed as Mayor of Stepney. 
And in the provinces, Councillor A. K. 
Jacoss, who 1s specially interested in. social 
welfare work. is being inducted into office 
aS Lord Mavor ot Hull the fitth time that 
a Jew has been chosen as birsi. Citizen of 
that city, All these instances typify the 
working of British democracy, to which it 
is good to know that Jews make their 
rightful contribution. Local government ts 
particularly concerned with promoting good 
neighbourliness. and this fundamental 
principle of both Jewish and Christian 
teaching must always be fostered by civic 
authority. A fine example of such activity 
is the “ Moral Code™ that 1s now being 
commended to all Glasgow citizens by the 
city’s Lord Provost, magistrates and coun- 
cillors, and ministers of religion.

Tue third annual conference of the 
Hapoel Hamizrachi in this country, of which 
a report appears on another page, marks 
the development of a significant movement 
within the Zionist Organisation. Just fifty 
years ago the founding of the Mizrachi 
Movement by Rabbi J. Retnes was of 
immense importance because it enabled the 
Orthodox religious elements in Jewry to give 
active support to Zionism. The labours of 
Rabbi BERLIN” consolidated the 
Mizrachi party, so that it became a potent 
force in the combining of nationalist and 
religious ideals. This years Mizrachi 
jubilee, therefore, thoroughly deserves the 
celebration it has received both within. and 
without the State of Israel. It is a sign of 
vigour that the movement has not continued 
to develop along only one channel.. Thirty 
years ago Rabbi SHMUEFE CHAIM LANDAU 
founded the Hapoel Hamizrachi (which, 
alongside the Mizrachi Organisation, is now 


a partner in the Mizrachi Federation). The 


Hapoel Hamizrachi, giving practical expres- 
sion to the idea of Torah Va Avodah, 
constitutes the religious labour movement in 
Zionism, and it has made its own specific 
contribution ‘to the material, and spiritual 
upbuilding of Eretz Yisrael. At last year's 
Knesset elections it went to the polls for 
the first time as a separate party, and it 
holds three Ministries in the present Israeli 
Government. In Britain it has federated 
since. 1948. the activities of the. Torah 
Va’ Avodah, Bachad, and Bnei Akiva organi- 
sations. The dinner held’ in connection 
with this week’s annual conference was 
notable for the eloquent address given by the 
Rt. Hon! J. CHuter Epet, who was Home 
Secretary in the last two Governments from 
‘1945 to 1951. Both in and out of office 
Mr. EpgE has always been a good friend of 
the Jewish community. He was able. to 
testify with authority to the principles of 
humanity and justice, of kindliness and 
eguity, which underlie Government adminis- 
tration in this country irrespective of party. 
Particularly noteworthy. was: his tribute. to 
the influence of Biblical and Hebraic. ideals 
upon the British way of hfe. His words 
were fittingly spoken to the members of an 
organisation which is spectally concerned

In 1858 the well-known synagogue 
in Park Place, Cheetham -Hill Road, was 
opened. This was completely. destroyed by 
bombs in 1941, and recently a prefabricated 
building on this site has: been used. A 
larger. building on another site 
Row, off Albert Square—is now demanded 
by the congregation's rapid — growth. 
Although the new building will consist of 
a synagogue and community centre to seat 
750 people, even this will prove inadequate 
for a membership of. 400 families. The

expansion and development during a cen- 
tury... lts.members.. who have always given 
a fine lead tn social service, have founded 
such institutions as the Board of Guardians, 
the Jews’ School, and the Fresh Air Home 
and School at Delamere.

THE TREASURY OF 


JEWISH FOLK-SONG

HE culture of many a Jewish 
community in the world 1s a 
distinctive one. As a conse- 
quence, a plurality of cultures -has 
been developed; over the centuries. 
by Jewry. 
he sone ot the Jews represents 
4 vari-coloured, ‘vari-textured mosaic 
which -took “hundreds .ears to 
create. certain moments in. worid 
historv.  soctale economic, or. othe: 


upheavals have severed this long ine. 


of, creativity. as, for example, the 
destruction of the Second Temple, the

The heritage of the Jewtsh folk 
song. both sacred and secular, comes 
to us. from. the ancient.

As a whole.it 1s, in 
fact. much richer and more. varied 
than is generally supposed.

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JEWISH STUDENTS IN EIRE 
By GREVILLE JANNER 


TORIES are still told how, many 
years ago, Jewish students in 
Dublin used to arrive in shool on 
the Sabbath with their, football kit 
under: their suits and, afier dinner, 
when their parents were sleeping peace- 
fully, slip away to play for the College. 
The Dublin Jewish community was one 
of the earliest in which the families 
were determined that their sons should 
get a university education, and to-day, 
scattered all over the British Isles, are 
Jewish doctors, engineers, and civil 
servants who studied and played. at 
Dublin. 
The Jewish population of Eire ts 
reckoned at 5,600, nearly all of whom 
are in Dublin. There are some 150 
Jewish students—about 120 at Trinity 
College, Dublin, and all but a handful 
of the remainder at the Royal Collicge 
of Surgeons. The prominence of these 
undergraduates, both in student activity 
of all kinds and tn the life of the local 
Jewish community, is striking, and no 
stranger can fail to be impressed by the 
respect which they have won from their 
non-Jewish colleagues.

folk character, voicing the sentiments 
of the life of the people.” 

Characterised by their melodious- 
ness and a vivid use of the Yiddish 
folk idiom, the bulk of the songs is 
secular in nature. . They give us a 
vivid picture of the habits, dreams 
and moods, struggles and aspirations 
of what was, not so many years ago, 
the largest of Jewish communities. 

Some of the oldest East European 
folk-songs are lullabies, The dream 
of the Jewish mother is reflected in 
these. tender, ‘crooning In 
these. songs were mirrored 
various. historic phases ot Jewish 
ghetto life. One, for instance,. tells 
the story of the mass migration in the 
80's and 90's to America. 

To dream of love, Jet alone ‘sing 
about it, was considered alien and sin- 
ful a century ago. The pattern of 
Jewish life did not permit a period of 
natural mating and youthful. roman- 
cing as we know it to-day. The feudal- 
istic custom of the parents selecting 
a mate for their’ child’- prevatled 
Yichus (social standing), “ nadan 
(dowry), outstanding scholarship in the 
lorah-—-these were the deciding factors 
in the signing of the marriage con- 
tract. This resulted im songs which 
expressed sorrow, longing. frustration. 


Tragic Parting 


AISO: 


Expulsions tioris the towns and vil 
lages, stringent military laws. the con- 
stant quest for a means of. livelihood 
resulted often separations 
young lovers and ‘newlhy-weds: and 
many a song tells of unrequited love 
Or tragic parting. After the: 70's, 
when women were drawn into the

a life of. loneliness. Ihe theme. ot 
unfaithful love is occasionally heard. 
There were, too, the gay songs. the 
mischievous and §0ngs, the 
flirtanous and. sly songs—-which -are 


full. of charm and idyllic quality and 


that inimitable “ chein” which is so 
typically Jewish. : 

Ihe work songs, created by the 
independent. craftsmen. the ~“ little” 
tailors, “ little”. cobblers, “little.” 
tinsmiths,, were often created simul- 
taneously with the poverty songs 
towards the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century. These poverty songs 


often: described with stark simplicity 
the diet, the rent problems, the starva- 
tion level of the millions of Jews in 
the Pale. 

Occupying an important place of its 
own. in-the mosaic of Eastern Euro- 
pean Yiddish folk-song, is the Chas- 
sidic song. In the main it consists of 
songs without words, dance-tunes. 


songs accentuated with the. occasional! 
‘av-ay-ay.. “oy-oy-oy,” bim-bam- 
bam,” “* tei-rei-ram,”.“ tatte zieser.” 


Chassidic Songs 


(hassidic song reflects the rise and 
decline of a religious sect during the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries in 
Eastern Europe. The Chassidic rabbis 
sought to “rescue a tune,’ to be put 
in the service of the. Lord. The 
‘composer-rabbi” believed. that. 
whereas text had a limited span of life, 
melody lived on for ever... So he 
created a great number of tunes and 
each according to his own 
temperament and mood and ideas 
of acmeving the maximum communion 
with -the . Creator. 

During. the decline of Chassidism 
many anti-Chassidic songs sprang up. 
Ihey. derided the rule of the rabbis’ 
* Courts.” as contrasted with the heart- 
breaking poverty of their disciples 
the Chassidim. “Kum aher du 
Filozof 1 a satirical, antr-C hassidic 
song which ridicules the rabbi and his 


followers for their blind faith tn 
miracles and their unwillingness to 
perceive the advance of modern 
science. 


¥iddish--folk- 
song has exerted a strong influence on 
the current songs of Israel. And yet 
this material has hardly been collected, 
and only a very smal! portion of it 
has as vet been published. Ihe tragedy 
which occurred under the Nazis and 
which destroyed centuries-old Jewish 
communities, also put to death some 
six million of our brothers and sisters. 
They were the creators and preservers 
of a great portion of the Jewish 
culture of modern times.

folk character, 
of the life of the people.” 


Characterised by their melodious- 


ness and a vevid use of the Yiddish 
foik idiom, the bulk of the songs is 
secular in nature. They give us a 


vivid picture of the habits, dreams 
and moods, struggles and aspirations 
of what was, not so many years ago, 
the largest of Jewish communities 
Some of the oldest East European 
folk-songs are lullabies. The dream 


of the Jewish mother is reflected in 
these tender, crooning songs. In 
these songs were mirrored, also. 
various historic phases of Jewish 


vhetto life. One. for instance, tells 
the story of the mass migration in the 
80's and 90's to América. 

To. dream. of love, let alone’ sing 
about it, was considered alien and sin- 
ful a century ago: The pattern of 
Jewish life did not permit a period of 
natural mating and. youthful roman- 
cing as we know it to-day. The feudal 
istic Custom of the’ parents selecting 
a mate for their. child’ prevailed 
(dowry), outstanding scholarship in the 
Torah—these were the deciding ' factors 
in the signing of the marriage con- 
tract. This resulted in songs which 
expressed sorrow, longing, frustration. 


Tragic Parting. 


Expulsions from the towns and: vil- 
lages, stringent military laws, the con- 
Stant quest for a means of livelihood 
IN Separations among 
young lovers and newhy-weds . and 
many a song tells of unrequited love 
Or tragic. parting. After the 70's. 
when. women were drawn. into. the 
needle trades and industries, the seam- 
stresses composed many love songs. 
bewailing their unhappy lot. which 
often doomed these working girls, who 
had no“ yichus”” and no“ nadan.” to 
a life of loneliness. Ihe theme of 
unfaithful love is occasionally: heard 
There were, too, the gay songs. the 
mischievous and “ naughty songs, the 
flirtatious and sly. are 
full of charm and ‘idyllic quality and 
inimitable“ chein-” which 
typically Jewish...

So he 
created a great number of tunes and 
dances, each according his. own 
temperament and mood and ideas 
of achieving the maximum.communion 
with the Creator. 

During the decline of 
many anti-Chassidic songs sprang up. 
Fhey derided the rule of the rabbis’ 
Courts contrasted with the heart- 
breaking poverty of their disciples 
the Chassidim. “Kum. aher. du 
Filozvof 1s a “satirical, “anti-Chassidic 
song which ridicules the rabbi and his 
followers for their blind faith tn 
miracles and their unwillingness to 
perceive the advance of modern 
science, 

The rich treasure of Yiddish folk- 
song has exerted a strong influence on 
the current songs of Israel. And yet 
this material has hardly been collected, 
and only a very smail portion of it 
has as vet been published. The tragedy 
which occurred under the Nazis and 
which destroyed centuries-old Jewish 
communities, also put to death some 
six million of our brothers and sisters. 
They were the creators and preservers 
of a great portion of the Jewish 
culture of modern times.

READING OF THE 


To the Editor of Tue JEWISH CHRONIC! bE 


Sir,—-The controversy at the Hamp-. 
Stead Synagogue has given’me the oppor-

Arabic influence should not have 
altered the Sefardi speech as much as 
European influence, if not more so; the 
greater difference existing between Hebrew 
and £ uropean languages possibly allowing 
less. alteration,. As. to wanting inte- 


grate the Orient. had the majority of the

HE writer of these lines 

belongs to an unfortunate 

generation. When he was a 
boy, children had no rights—now 
that he 1s a father parents have no 
rights. Everything must be sacri- 
ficed to the child’s “right to self- 
expression.” 

It is very doubtful. whether any 
indsvidual in the world, child or adult, 
has a right to “ self-expression,” except 
within rather: strictly... defined - limits.

Certainly. nobody has a right. to 
express himself without due regard for 
the corresponding mghts of. others 
Huppily. modern psychology, being 
no ionver quite so MOdern. 1s DECOM- 
ing a little outmoded; and we are 
reverting to an. older and perhaps 
healthier view of the child as a person 
with rights undoubtedly: but-aiso. with 
duties

book just published* describing the 
upbringing of the -Heirr. Apparent to 
the Throne. Speaking of the differ- 
ences that exist between the rearing of 
roval children and. of commoners, the 
author says:.." As to. discipline the

service may become not only a habit, 
but a natural inclination.” 

Probably most parents, and certainly 
most Jewish parents, would agree that 
this difference—-except in degree—is 
largely imaginary. Because the Jews 
in Britain are a minority community 
they must, for the conduct of their 
religious. and communal life, organise 
something in the nature of a voluntary 
and unpaid civil. service. Jews, is 
British citizens, play their part in civic 
alfairs--as Members of Parliament, as 
Borough Councillors, and in humbler 
forms of public work. But they have 
the additional responsibility of helping 
to. conduct specifically communal! 
activities, of serving on synagogue 
boards of management, on Zionist 


councils, or with the Board of Depu- 


ties. “The Jewish boy. of thirteen 
attains his religious majority; he is 
from. that dav onwards a full member 
of. the community and already able to 


‘play his part at. any rate in the con- 


duct of junior societies, . ie 

The responsibilities of royalty .are 
certainly.more onerous, and must often 
be assumed at a pathetically early age. 
Prince Charles, we learn, goes to. bed 
always with his fayourite Teddy Bear. 
One is reminded of an earlier Charles, 
the second. English monarch of. that 
name, Charles atways. took a 
wooden billet to bed with him: at the 
age of eight he was made .a Knight 
ot the Garter. (behaving beautifully 
during the long and tiring ceremony), 
given a Household of his own—and 
the wooden billet was taken away 
from him 


Perhaps: that was rather. harsh treat-: 


ment: but. responsibility. must be 


assumed sooner or later, even by chil- 


dren. And that stern necessity is: by 
no means confined to royalty. .

| Cheese Cake 
Short crust, 4 Ib.: curd cheese, 4 Ib.; 


margarine, castor sugar 1 oz.; one 


grated lemon rind. 


OLL out the pastry and line a greased 
tart tin, shaping it well into the bottom 
and sides of the tin, and_ prick the 
bottom. Cream the margarine and sugar, 
add the beaten egg, cheese, and grated 
rind of half a lemon and mux thor- 
oughly. Fill the pastry-lined tin with the 
mixture, cover with thin strips of pastry 
and bake about half an hour, the first 
10 minutes in a hot oven (450°—Regulo 
No. 7), then reduce. 


~Kuchen Dough, Fiour, | castor 
sugar; 2 oz.:.milk, 4 pt:; yeast, } 0z.;

CreaM the yeast with a teaspoonful of
